Dom RodzgRO ELEcTIONIRO, a Man of a mo- 

derate Fortune, and ſtill more moderate Parts, 
thro' an Alliance he had made with a certain 
Cour, whoſe Siſter he had married, and who had 

reat Intereſt and large Poſſeſſions in VALENCIA, 

ad long ſince been elected into the Preſident's 
Chair, in one of the principal Aſſemblies of that 
Province, in which for many Years, he had conti- 
nued himſelf by Acts intirely tyrannical and un- 
conſtitutional, garbelling that Aſſembly, as he 
judged it to be moſt for his Intereſt, and never ad- 
mitting any Perſon into it, if he could poſlibly help 
it, * was not in Fact and Profeſſion a Slave to his

In Conſequence of his Situation, he had often in 
the Abſence of the Viceroy, a Share in the Go- 
vernment of the Province, and of late had began 
ro conſider himſelf in a moſt formidable Light, 
and his Authority and Power to ſerve his private 
Purpoſes, as too limited. As the Exigencies of 
Government were to be provided for by the Majo- 
rity of this Aſſembly, he thought he might venture

from his Influence over it, to preſcribe the Terms 
upon which that Supply ſhould be obtained : Dox 
PrRouDEROILLITERATOGRANnDOMEMORIALISTO, 
of an antient and noble Family, and great Property, 
who had been diſguſted at Don PHILIPP, by being 
refuſed the Liberty of wearing a Blue Ribband acroſs 
his Shoulders, and ſome other Requeſts, equally 
vain and abſurd, and who was allied to Don Re- 
NARDO, Was a Perfon thro' whoſe Intrigues, Don 
Rox Ro had great Expectations, and looked upon 
by him as a fit Perſon to aſſociate with. 


Theſe two had ſet themſelves at the Head of the 
Riotari. But as neither the one or the other, had 
Abilities to execute their Deſigns, they ſoon found 
themſelves under a Neceſſity of having Recourſe 
to thoſe of Don AN TON TO POTATO PaPisTo, like- 
wiſe diſguſted by the Refuſal of a Reverſionary 
Grant of an Employment of great Honour and 
Profit, which he had ſought for himſelf, and by 
the Refuſal of the Employment of Sorjciroro 
GENER ALL, which he had deſigned for his Brother. 


Don ANTONIO Por ATO PaPisTto's Talents for 
Buſineſs, were unqueſtionable, and tho* of the 
meaneſt Extraction, he had rendered himſelf of 
great Weight in the Aſſembly. His Ambition and 
Avarice were boundleſs, which made him prompt 
for any Scheme, by which they might be gratified. 


Under a Maſque of Candor and Honeſty, he 
had a Heart ready fitted for the worſt Purpoſes. 
Hie was in Fact a Moon, tho thro' ſome new in- 
vented Waſh he had contrived to paſs among Chriſ- 
tians for a Chriſtian. He was held in great Eſteem 
by the Moors, to whom he had communicated his

From this Circumſtance, the Party expected the

He pointed out to them the Injury, the irrepa-
